Gazette mentioned the death of a 
‘horse which had all the symptoms 
of-diphtheria. The account met 
the eye of W. M. Eddy, of Santa 
Barbara, and he has written to the- 
above-named paper as follows: “I 
am confident that horses and other 
animals can; and do, have diphthe- 
ria, and that cases of the disease 
among children that are generally 
cousidered sporadic are simply in- 
stances where it has been taken 
from animals. I am confident that 
two cases of diphtheria in my fam- 
ily were contracted from a horse 
and a dog respectively, and my 
opinion is concurred in by our 
family physician. Warnyour peo- 
ple that the dreadful disease is as 
likely to be contracted from horses 
as from human beings.”

___. in Congress, They think they have | 
- not been’ dealt fairly with in the 
‘division “of committee appoint- 


ments. While they have borne 
some of the brunt of battle it does 
not rest easy on their stomachs to 
see the South climbing into the 
saddle and galloping away with all 
the good places on the diff-rent 
House committees. Of fifty-two 


committees appointed the ciair- 


men of thirty-one are from the. 
South and twenty-one only from 
the 
chairmanships of such committens 
as Ways and Means (which will 
have to deal. with. interests niae- 
tenths of which are in the North), 
Judiciary, Coinage, Weights and 
Measures, Commerce, Rivers and 
Harbors, Merchant Marine and 
Fisheries (in which Arkansas, of 
course, has more interests than 
New England), Agriculture, Naval 
Affairs, Postoffice, and so down 
through the whole list. Even on 
the appropriation committees, five 
of the Democrats are from the 
South and only four from the 
North. re

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A GIGANTIC FRAUD. 


The Operations of a Company of 
“Canny Scotchmen.’’: 
New York, January 11.—The Her- 
ald this morning prints a tbree-col- 
umn letter froni Eureka, California, 
in regard to a gigantic timber land 
steal. The correspondent states that a 
foreign syndicate is operating in the 
redwood district, of which Eureka is 
the center and that it bas already gob- 
bled up 64,000 acres of the finest red- 
wood forests in the world. The syn- 
dicate is composed largely of Scotch 
capitalists and is known as the Califor- 
nia Redwood Company,with the chief 
office at San Francisco. Tbe method 


ursued by the syndicate in secur- 
ng the land is descrived as fol- 
lows: A number of notorious land 
sharks were hired by the 
company and sent to Eureka 
and they soon had plans perf cted 
for the great fraud. The headquarters 
of the gang was in a back room ofa 
in-shop of a local sport, whose estab- 
ishmenut was the resort of a rough 
floating population. Three blocks 
away from the saloon was located the 
United States Land Office. The area 
of land sought for by the conspirators 
was so vast that a small army of men 
was required to go through the forms 
of entering and proving upas required 
by tbe law of the United States. In 
the d:sposal of the public domain it 
was necessary to obtain 400 persons 
who were willing to aid -in the 
fraud knowingly or wunconscious- 
ly, through ignorance of the 
meaning of the satement each 
would be called upon to make. 
The sum fixed by the Redwood Com- 
pany a8 a maximum price was $50. 
For that paltry sum men were called 
on to go to the Land Office and make 
a statement that che land they entered 
under the beneficent laws of Uscie 
Sam was for their individual use and 
occupancy, As soon as entry was 
made the men were escorted to the 
headquarters of the syndicate where 
the Jaad was transferred to the “canny 
Scotchmen.”’ Thus was that chapter 
of the crime completed and a raid on 
65,000 acres of growing timber among 
he most valuable inthe couutry ac- 
complished,

Trouble between cattlemen and

Scotch cattle were the finest pre- 
sented in the recent Christmas 
market at London, England. 


An epidemic that is puzzling tae 
veterinary surgeons prevails among 
horses at West Haven, Vt., and vi- 
cinity. 8 ' 

Of hides and tallow the United 
States produces $82,949,207 worth. 
Russia follows closeafter with $81,- 
000,000. 

The exports of live stock and 
dressed beef from Bosten for the 
English markets last week were 
1,088 cattle and 2,879 quarters of 
beef. 


The yalue of the live stock in the 
United States is $1,279,560,190, 
which is more than the combined 
yalue of the stock of all other 
countries. 


Texas weather cold enough to 
freeze live stock is a new departure; 
and yet a pair of mules and their 
owner were frozen last week near 
Austin. 


Even Mexico, for some distance 
beyond the Rio Grande, suffered 
some detriment to its cattle herds 
through the blizzard just before 
Christmas. 


An exchange figures that the 
average shrinkage of a Texas steer 
en route to Chicago is 100 pounds, 
and that this amounts in a year to 
between 45,000 and 50,000 head of 
cattle. 


Rubbing with tallow is said to 
be ‘the best remedy known for 
galled shoulders on horses. The 
collar should be cleaned after use 
and plenty of tallow rubbed on the 
face of it. 

Chicago received 2,377,852 cattle, 
66,344 calves, 5,459,812 hogs, 1,362,- 
896 sheep and 46,263 horses last 
year. This was an increase over 
1886 of 413,952 cattle, 15,054 calves, 
858,606 sheep and 18,664 horses. 
Hogs fell off 1,258,663 head—about 
23 per cent.
